CHOLERA. 

Spain. — Quarantine against arrivals from Alexandria and Damietta 
was suspended April 1 for vessels arriving in normal condition, and on 
April 4, by royal order, renewed for arrivals from the first-named port. 
All ports situated not farther than 165 kilometers from Alexandria in a 
straight line are declared suspect. 

YELLOW FEVER. 

Spain. — By royal order of March 31 quarantine against vessels arriv- 
ing under normal conditions from Buenos Ayres is suspended. 

BRAZIL. 

Sanitary report of Bio de Janeiro — Spread of yellow fever in Brazil. 

Bio de Janeiro, April 7, 1896. 

Sib : I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended April 4, 
1896: 

There were 29 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 19 ; 168 
from yellow fever, a decrease of 63 ; 3 from smallpox, a decrease of 1 ; 
8 from beriberi, the same as in the foregoing week ; 13 from enteric 
fever, an increase of 1 ; 2 from measles, none in the foregoing week ; 
42 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 10 ; 1 each from scarlatina and influ- 
enza, none in the previous week, and none from whooping cough, 2 in 
the foregoing week. From all causes there were 570 deaths, a decrease
